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Edmonton, Alta.— Alberta’s budget 
for the fiscal year 1939-1940 holds maj-/ 
or attention of the legislature and of. 
the province this week. 
Monday by Provincial 
Solon E. Low, it tells taxpayers how 
much more they are going to have to 
pay to their government during the 
year.. 

No important legislation having 
been introduced of even being in pros- 
pect this session it was expected gen- 
erally by observers that the debate on 
th budget would proceed during the 
week unhampered, and that it might 
prove to be the high point of the ses: 
sion. 

The reply to the speech from the 
throne, which by practice is the out- 
standing annual test of a government’s 
strength in the legislature, was adopt- 
ed last Thursday, with only about half 
the members of the house present to 
vote. The count on it was 30 in favor, 
and five against. 

Then came the report of the legis- 
lature’s redistribution committee, re- 
commending that the legislature be re- 
duced from 63 to 57 members through 
the elimination of 11 constituencies 
and the creation of seven new ones, 
with Edmonton and Calgary each to 
have five members instead of the pre- 
sent six. The committee’s report was 
adopted without a recorded vote, but 
it is known that the proposed elimina- 


tion of ridings, which would mean 
that some present members would 
have no chance to run in the next 


election, has caused ill feeling in the 
Social Credit caucus. 

The present ridings which would be 
eliminated under the terms of the re- 
port, and the sitting members for 
them, are these— Rinstone (A. L. 
Blue); Innisfail (A. E. MacLellan); | 
Bow Valley (W. E. Cain); Empress | 
(David Lush); Acadia (N. B. James) ; 
Coronation (G. L. MacLachlan); Roc- 
ky_ Mountain (E. O. Duke); Nanton- 
Claresholm (H. O. Haslam); Sturgeon 
(J. M. Popil); Victoria (Samuel Cal- 
vert); Whitford (William Tomyn). 

Every one of those members fs 
Social Credit-er. Five of them were 
known as Insurgents at the time of the | 
1937 caucus rebellion against Premier; 
William Aberhart. On the other hands 
the ridings of several members of that 
Insurgent group, remain untouched, 
while the seats of some members who 
up to this time have heen believed to 
have the favor of the government are 
wiped out. 

The new ridings would be Bow Val-, 
ley-Empress to take in possibly either 
Mr Cain or Mr Lush: Acadia-Corona- 
tion, which might accomodate either. 
Mr James or Mr MacLachlan; Willing: 
don, Bruce, Spirit River, Redwater ; 
and a revamped riding of Rocky Moun "| 
tain House. 

Although the house has adopted the| 
report, it would have no effect unless | 
legislation is enacted to carry out the 
terms in a statue to amend the pres- 
ent legislature act.
